LONDON \ LETTER. 


(From Our Correspondent.) 

, Loxpon, August 24, 
Tho verdict in the Townshend ease 

amaunts toa statement that the young mar- 


quis is quite eapable of taking care of him- 
self but ‘cannot take care of his money, I 
fancy that many of us are in tho same 
category. The report of the War Stores 
Commission shows ‘that . several gallant 
oflicers, against whose personal character 
no ony would dream of saying 4 word, are 
quito os incompetent a8 any marquis when 
money or money's worth is in question, 
No critic hns yet suggested a lunatlo asylum 
ora keeper for them. Tho marquis is an 
amiable individual, perhaps weakly good- 
natured, the predestined prey of sharpers, 
(I~beg pardon, 1 merely mean men of 
financial acumen) «and has fallen among 
financiers. Lf the caso goos‘no further, the 
recont decision may protect the remnant of 
his dollars, and the care sud affection of 
the Marchioncss will do all that remains. 
The verdict of the *‘ Montagu” court- 
martial seoms to tho Iny mind rather 
severe. Just as thoughtless parents punish 
children rather for the amount of damage 


_|done than for the degree of criminality 


involved, so Admiralty opinion sccims 
swayed by tho consideration that a million 
and a half wore lost in five minutes, though 
tho blandering would really be as culpable 
if a coasting hooker had becn cast away. 
Virtually Captain Adair Kas been punished 
for obeying orders. The Court holds that, 
though he was distinctly directed to keep 
in touch with Lundy, he should ha: et 
his back up agninst the King’s Regulations 
ag to dangerous channels, and declined the 
task ef navigating the Bristol Channel in a 
fog. A merchant skipper must go where he 
is sont, whatever the risk, or he will soon 
find himself without a boat, buts Navy 
man hasa wider liberty and must sccept 
the responsibility. The newspapers are 
amugly congrutulating the Britikh public 
that u battleship cannot be lost without 
somebody being punished for it. In fact 
the Captain has been dismissed not so much 
for losing his ship as that ships may uot be 
lost. The-piriuciple is unjust to the in- 
dividual but defensible on the ground of 
public expediency. 

Tho question of the unemployed is again 
attracting attention and it is as well that 
this should be so in tho summer before the 
winter brings widespread distros and 
hastens public bodies into wasteful and in- 
effoctive expenditure. J believe the British 
people have brought the problem on then» 
selves by soventy years of wocialistic 
legislation, The establishment of a mode- 
mite amount: of Free Trade was tho last 
kick of the old individualistic leisces-firira 
schoal, Since then we have fullen into the, 
tough of government interference in ull 
our concerns, with a digustrous weakening 
of jndividual . responsibility. State or 
nutnicipal control oversees, the building of 
cur houses, the hours af our work, the 
Saccinution und education of our child- 
ren, and there is no part of our life 
in which we must not submit to be 
pawed over by some clunisy oficial or 
Trade Union. If now a grandmotherly 
system says that every man shall he kept 
whether he works or not, we may expect 
the unemployed to increase. A revolt of 
tnx and ratepayers fevouring less inter- 
meddling wight yet save us. If that does 
not yet occur we shall soon havo “ {reo ” 
medical inspection, feeding, clothing, ete, 
paid for by those who are foolish enough 
to go on carning what they consume, a 
policy worthy of Utopia Limited. 


Mr William Jennings Bryan is not the 
first statesman to reconsider n determina 
tion to retire. When Bimetallism diod 
threo years ago he announced his abandon- 
ment of presidential ambitions but, 19 
President Roosevelt is unwilling to take a 
third torm of office, Mr Bryau is likely ‘to 
lead the Democratic party in the cotitest of 
1906. Under American methods of} 
clectioncering it is none too soon to begin 
the organisation of victory. Quostions ‘of 
principle aré by no means the only things 
at stake in a republic, and the creaking of 
party wheels will bo the loudest sound in 
the States for many months yet. The 
halanee of the campaign is said to bo held 
by Mr William Randolph Hearst, Editor of 
the Now York Journal, and controller of 
100,000 votes in that state.
